Church Affairs and Education 

I-1. We are thankful to God for the protection and manifold blessings which 
He has given to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of American with its increase 
in membership and in contributions to the various church activities. 

2. As citizens we are grateful for the many privileges we enjoy in this country 
with liberty to worship God according to the dictates of our own conscience. God 
has signally blessed this nation in its historical development. God has given 
men of vision for the welfare of our country to meet the needs of every emer- 
gency. God is still King of kings and will manifest His Providence in the 
guidance of nations in these turbulent times. Hid 

3. We are grateful for the recent liberation of our thirteen missionaries in the 
Philippines and for the general cessation of warfare in Europe. 

II-1. Lutheran World Action represents a great work and is a great accom- 
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plishment, worthy of our prayers and continued liberal financial support. Think 
of the distribution of Bibles, Testaments, and Tracts at the Lutheran Service 
Centers to our men and women in the armed forces. 

2. Our synodical body has 121 chaplains, and about 12 per cent of our members 
are in the armed forces. May the Lord bless them and keep them according 
to His wisdom and love. Many of the 85,000 blue stars are turning to gold be- 
cause of the great sacrifice. 


III. Liberty-loving Norway, with her Constitution modeled after the Constitu- 
tion of the United States in 1814, has been liberated. Norway's brave seamen 
have made a great contribution to the Allied nåtions during the World War Hdi 
and it will be a blessed work to give speedy help after the devastation by the 
invasion and the enemy occupation. In this connection we would particularly 
mention Bishop Eivind Berggrav and his heroic stand for the Christian faith. 


IV-1. Christian Education. We need to emphasize conscientious instruction in 
the fundamental Christian doctrines in church and home. 

2. Sunday school work is worthy of our best talents. Many persons able to 
teach, will do well to engage regularly in this blessed work. It pays dividends 
in building Christian character. 

3. We urge the conducting of Vacation Bible schools and Week-day schools. 

4. For the exceptionally large number of men going into the ministry in our 
synodical body in 15 months, we rejoice and have cause to be thankful. 

5. Our higher schools of education must be supported with means and stu- 
dents. The Lutheran Church has been known as a teaching church. May it by 
the grace of God be kept as a teaching church, a mission-minded, teaching church. 

6. We recommend the use of Luther’s Small Catechism as a book for family 
devotions according to the plan proposed by the Board of Parish Education. 

7. We believe that it is in the interest of Parish Education that the contact 
man or circuit secretary of Parish Education of the Atlantic Circuit also serve 
as a member of the District Committee of Parish Education.

We thank God that out of the curse of war there has also come 
the blessing of making our church and people feel the ‘responsibility for our 
brethren the world over. The very fact that our sons have been scattered to 
the ends of the earth has made us more mission conscious. 

De We are thankful to our Heavenly Father who has heard our collective 
and individual prayers for our missionaries who for so long were interned in 
the Philippines, especially that He has spared their lives and permitted them 
to return to their homes. We remember our many laborers who have been and 
are bearing heavy burdens because of the exigencies of war, especially those 
who still are in internment, and bespeak continued prayers in their behalf, 
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3. Recognizing that our work is dependent on God's blessing, we urge con- 
tinued prayer in behalf of our Foreign Mission activities. 


B. Charities 

1. We express our thanks to God for the faithful and efficient workers who 
have served in our charitable institutions and organizations, thus extending the 
hand of mercy, in the name of Jesus, to the less fortunate. 

2. We commend the Homme Children's Home for its courageous plans for 
the future, and urge greater efforts in its behalf in our congregations. 

nda We recognize the fine work the Lutheran Welfare Societies within our 
district are doing, and commend them to the congregations: 

4. With the increasing problems facing our social structure at the present, 
and realizing that these problems are going to touch every community and home 
in every congregation, also noting with regret the disproportionate attention this 
department is receiving in our future planning and in the publicity of our church, 
we recommend that more emphasis be given to this activity. t 


, C. Home Missions 


1. We are thankful to God for His blessings upon the Home Mission activities 
of our church and that His call to the church has been definitely and exten- 
sively emphasized at this convention, to challenge us all to a new enthusiasm 
to work zealously to make America Christian. 

2. We commend the church-wide emphasis on Home Missions, the construc- 
tive, forward-looking program of the Home Mission Department, the decision 
to again place at the head of this department a full-time executive director, 
and its fortunate choice of a man for that office, Pastor P. S. Dybvig, who has 
already planned and achieved much in the few months he has been in office. 

3. We commend our District President for his wise and constructive leader- 
ship. We commend the Home Mission committee for its work in the District. 
We commend 'the action taken in appointing an advisory Home Mission com- 
mittee with a representative from each circuit. 

4. To maintain and preserve the membership of our congregations we recom- 
mend to every pastor and congregation:

3. We are encouraged by the splendid record of 1944 in our Lutheran World 
Action drive, and it is our hope and prayer that those congregations which have 
not already made their goal, may do so during the remaining months of this 
year. We recognize that God has blessed the Church for having done what it 
could in the past. May we, through concerted effort, accomplish what we now 
set out to do, not alone in terms of the total sum to be raised, but also thinking 
in vee of the spiritual impact that this Christian stewardship has upon our 
people. 

We call the attention of the Eastern district to the statement in the printed 
report showing that the Centennial appeal thankoffering to date totals in cash 
$2,242,044.35. We recognize that this is a splendid achievement. We would, how- 
ever, call attention to the amount of $454,821.12 which remains outstanding in 
unpaid pledges. We recommend that the pastors call to the attention of their 
congregations that there are these unpaid pledges which, in fairness to those 
who have completed their payments, and because of the opportunity for the 
using of these over-subscribed funds for special endeavor, should be paid. 

5. The Convention concurs with Mr. Charles Nasby of the Church Extension 
Department, that ways and means should be seriously considered whereby 
Church Extension funds may be increased to a point whereby the church can 
more adequately serve new fields. 


Publications 


1. It will be noted by the reader that the Annual Report for 1945 calls atten- 
tion to two special funds which have been set up to encourage special study 
enabling our church to produce in terms of publications, music and art. We 
acknowledge with thanks the plans of Augsburg Publishing House making 
such a program possible. We would recommend that any organization or branches 
of the church which can add to this special fund for the encouragement of 
productive activity in the fields of literature, music and art, do so. 

2. The convention heartily concurs in the following resolution fou 
272 of the Annual Report: F ee 

“Whereas, 83,150,000 pieces of Christian literature, music an is- 
tributed by Augsburg Publishing House in 1944, and PAR AE 

“Whereas, 80 per cent of the earnings, or $64,217.08 has been paid to the 
ministerial pension fund and to the general fund of the N.L.C.A., be it 

“Resolved, that the N.L.C.A. express its appreciation to the management and 
employees of Augsburg Publishing House, and to pastors, authors, and other 
patrons and friends who continue to contribute to the distribution of Christian 
literature, music and art.” : 

- 32 his committee would further recommend to the convention that it con- 
sider the advisability of making available to all delegates and pastors in printed 
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or mimeographed form, the addresses and other pertinent material coming to 
the floor of the convention which is not already included in the Annual Report. 


Pensions 


Ie The convention takes note of the splendid work done by the Board of 
Pensions of our church, and its executive secretary, Rev. A. E. Iverson. It is 
felt that we as a church may well be proud of the progress made in the direc- 
tion of an adequate pension for our pastors and other church workers. We would, 
at the same time, call attention to the fact that an adequate sum cannot at this 
point be given to those who come under the old pension system and who are 
now up in years. We would concur with the findings of the board of pensions 
through its consulting actuary, Mr. George Huggins, concluding that all steps 
possible be taken to add to the contingent fund, making it possible to increase 
the benefits payable to old pensioners. 

2. We further recommend that pastors and delegates do all in their power 
to encourage their own, and/or other congregations, who do not belong to the 
pension plan, to adopt it for the obvious benefit to the individual congregation 
and to the entire pension system. We recommend, as well, that whatever com- 
mittees now stand responsible for emphasis in this direction within our Eastern 
district do all in their power to make the congregations of our district increasingly 
conscious of this important work.

In accordance with our appointment in your letter of July 21, 1944, we have 
examined the Treasurer's Report—Committee on District President’s House of 
the Eastern District, N.L.C.A., for the period from August 12, 1941, to May 15; 
1944, by methods and to the extent we deem appropriate. The duplicate receipts, 
in custody of the treasurer, for donations totaling $13,089.46, were inspected, and 
we verified that the amounts were deposited with the National Security Bank of 
Chicago in the account “Committee on District President’s House, Eastern Dis- 
trict of the N.L.C.A., Iver R. Johnson, Treasurer. 

In addition to contributions the statement also disclosed deposits of $200 rent 
—644 North Oak Park Avenue, Oak Park, Illinois, and proceeds of a mortgage 
loan for $4,000. ; 

After date of statement, the treasurer received and deposited an additional 
donation of $15. 

Disbursements were made by countersigned checks totaling $17,106.13 and 
by direct debits to the account by the bank for $17.05, representing exchange on 
out of town checks deposited.

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C. COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Report of Committee No. 1 on Reports 


The Committee on Reports consisting of the following pastors: H. S. Nasheim, 
A. H. Amundson, S. L. Tailakson, K. A. Knutson and delegate Carl Christopher- 
son, met at 4:15 P.M. June 6th and organized by electing H. S. Nasheim, Chair- 
man and K. A. Knutson, secretary. 


Be it resolved that: | 

1. We are thankful to Almighty God for being permitted to assemble again 
for our biennial district convention and meditate upon the Christ who is the 
only answer to all problems, personal, national and international. 

2. We call the attention of the convention to the following paragraph in the 
report of the president: "With the approach of the end of the war we are look- 
ing forward to the return of our men and women who have served in the armed 
forces of the nation. , .. These will require the continued ministration of the 
Church through our Service Commission. There must be no let down in our in- 
terest for these men and women when they return to their homes and to our 
congregations. In any case let us remember that these are the men and women 
who have made the real sacrifices for our liberty and freedom and that we owe 
them every consideration. They will bécome perhaps the most powerful and in- 
fluential group in our nation for decades to come. How important, therefore, that 
they might be retained or won for Christ and his church.” In giving them as 
strong and warm a welcome as possible and to be truly helpful to them, we urge 
upon the pastors and assisting committees to study the splendid authoritative 
literature sent from time to time by the Lutheran Welfare Society. 

3. We note with gratitude the fine increase in budget support the past year. 
May we underscore the urgency that at least another five percent increase be 
made in the present year’s giving that we pass the 25% voluntary addition to 
our minimum budget so urgently needed because of expanding opportunities. 
Early budget ingathering is also urged. Let our giving be in proportion to the 
possibilities of the more ready funds these days. 


4. The present status of the field of Lutheran World Action demands our most 
sincere consideration. This is a field of giving that concerns our sons and 
daughters directly. We are asked for a sum equivalent to 43% of our budget. 
Even that is a minimum sum. May we lift in unison and together bring in a 
most generous sum. We note with deep concern that quite a few congregations 
do not send in anything to this work so vital to our Church. Still we know that 
they have many sons and daughters who need so sorely this hand of the Church. 
Surely some action should be taken to remind the 70 congregations, many of 
them among our larger congregations, who did not send in a single penny last 
year for this vital branch of our church work, of the need of being along in tak- 
ing their share in the work for their own sons and daughters. The many who 
have given a heavy lift the past year will gladly take on their fair share increase. 
: 5. Noting the expanding work of the Lutheran Welfare Society of our state 
in the field of charities, social service and G. I. service, we recommend increased 
support in a financial way of this agency of ours and other Lutheran churches 
by the congregations and organizations of our Church. We commend the move 
to extend the work through an institution in the northwestern part of the state 
with its resultant impact upon the work and interest there. : 


6. We commend the Brotherhood for conducting a colonization bureau and 
urge the pastors to make use of this service and to help whenever possible. 

Lo We are encouraged to know that our Church is carrying on a great Home 
Mission work. It is heartening to hear of increased financial support and that 
large numbers of people here and there are joining as members. In all this, one 
thing must not be forgotten, that real and lasting work is done when souls are 
converted and come to know Christ as their personal Savior. This means that 
our Church must not be'evangelical in name only but also in deed. 


8. We thank God for holding His protecting hand over our missionaries while 
in prison and for their safe return home. We heartily endorse our Church's ef- 
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forts on the foreign field. Instead of dozens, may hundreds of new missionaries 
be called, trained and sent out before the doors are closed to us. To that end we 


plead with our pastors and members to pray the Lord of the harvest to send forth 
more laborers into His harvest. 


9. We respectfully appeal to the general Board of Foreign Missions to give fur- 
ther study to the problems of returned foreign missionaries who are no longer 
salaried by the Foreign Mission Board, if possibly more financial support may 
be provided them as needed. 

10. Grateful to God for educational institutions, and realizing the great im- 
portance of Christian Education as being basic for home and foreign mission 
work and for the training of pastors and Christian leaders for our congregations, 
we urge pastors and people generally to rally around all our Christian colleges 
with their prayers, good will and loyal and generous material support. At pres- 
ent we should prayerfully and faitbfully do all in our power to support Con- 
cordia College in order that the two buildings and necessary equipment may be 
secured for the expanded educational program to be carried out through future 
years. 

11. In order that a complete and accurate statistical report may be secured by 
the District Secretary and the General Secretary, we urge every pastor to sub- 
mit a parochial report of each congregation in the District promptly before the 
date designated, with all necessary information correct and complete. 

12. We are thankful for the many accessions reported throughout the District. 
However, we urge diligent attention to the losses sustained and to seek a solu- 
tion for the same. Undoubtedly the cause for these losses may be due to the 
great shift in population in late years to the centers of war production. 

13. We urge pastors and congregations to give due regard to the president’s 

: recommendation that the United Temperance Movement should have the moral 
and financial support of all good citizens in its efforts to restrain the liquor traf- 
fic and other attendant evils. : 

14. We recommend the well-established Pension Plan of the Synod and further 
recommend that pastors and congregations who have not yet joined may do so 
in order to share in its present and future benefits. 

15. Since the last biennial meeting of the District a three-fold loss has been 
sustained by the deaths of Dr. I. T. Aastad, C. G. Dosland and Dr. Carl B. 
Ylvisaker. May it be the prayer of all that God shall raise up faithful laborers to 
continue the work so well begun and may it spur us on to more diligent and con- 
secrated service in His Kingdom while it is yet day.

2. For the evidence of deepening spiritual interest, and desire to seek God 
through the Means of Grace. 


II. We recommend that a committee of three be elected at this convention to 
study parish and circuit re-alignment within the District, and to act as an ad- 
visory committee to the District President on such affairs.

In view of the fact that our Church is predominantly rural, we commend 
the Home Mission Board for making a special study of the rural Church and its 
special problems and possibilities. We also commend the Synodical Planning 
Commission for recognizing the need of special consideration of the rural church 
and its problems. We urge the pastors of the District to cooperate with the Plan- 
ning Commission in arriving at definite plans and recommendations for the hold- 
ing and expansion of the rural church.

SECRETARY'S STATISTICAL REPORT 


To the Northern Minnesota District of the N.L.C.A. 
Detroit Lakes, Minnesota 
June 5-7, 1945 


You who are interested in the affairs of our Church and District, no doubt 
find many items of enlightenment in the Annual Reports. Especially should 
we all be interested in the Analysis of Parochial Reports as we find them toward 
the close of Part II of our reports each year. In this report we are concerned 
about district statistics in particular. 

Since we receive regular financial reports and statistics through our District 
Stewardship Secretary and our General Secretary, I shall not in this report en- 
ter into any summary or analysis of District finances. However, I think a brief 
analysis and comparison of some of our district Parochial records may be bene- 
ficial as an indication of the rise or fall in our District activities. 


Membership 

No. of member congregations—398, non members 1, total served 399. This is 
four less than 2 years prior, due no doubt to realignments and consolidations. 

According to a recent report from our General Secretary there are at present 
134 active pastors serving in our district, 5 less than at the time of the 1943 Dis- 
trict convention. 

Only 2 pastors failed to send in Parochial Reports as of the 1944 Annual Re- 
port which is a 75% improvement over the previous record. 

The number of souls increased in 1943 over 1942 from 79,011 to 80,437 and the 
confirmed membership from 54,560 to 56,365. Voting members from 32,089 to 
25,616. This is encouraging because from 1941 to 1942 there was a loss in each 
of these rubrics. 

In a recent statistical report to the District covering statistics for 1942 I 
estimated that when all figures should be tabulated to the end of the Centennial 
the N.L.C.A. would have approximately 600,000 souls. We were 671 short of 
that figure. 4 

The Centennial figures for Northern Minnesota District were 142 parishes, 
405 congregations, 131 pastors, 79,128 souls, 54,817 confirmed members, 3,483 
Parish School teachers and officers and 21,178 Sunday School pupils. 


Public Services 


In 1939 I reported that the year’in which the predominant language of our 
public services in our District shifted from Norse to English, was the year 
1928. 

When I took over the N. Minn. District secretaryship in 1923 there were 6,336 
Norse and 2,947 English Services in the district. In 1943 there were 11,420 Eng- 
lish services and 1614 Norse, a decrease of 827 Norse services in the year. That 
means a decrease of % Norse services in the two years 1941-1943. That ratio will 
most likely speed up, but if it remains the same, there will be only about one 
Norse service for every four congregations in the district at the end of the next 
decade. The Evangelical Lutheran Church will be an English speaking and 


English thinking Church. 
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Comparing further the statistical summaries in the Annual Reports for the 
years 1943 and 1944 I find that our district has gained or lost in the rubrics below 
as follows: 4 

Membership Accessions and Losses 

Accessions from all sources in 1943— 5,829. 

Lossess from all sources 2,528. 

Gain from all sources in 1943—3,301.

”43, 266, a loss of 79 in 743. ; ;

No. of services in *42, 1,212; in "43, 12,225, a gain of 13 com. services in 1943. 
No. communed in "42, 25,070; in 43, 25,367, a gain of 297 over 1942. 


Marriages 
In 1942, 1,234; in 1943, 1,008, a loss of 266 in 43. 


Funerals 
In 1942, 1,471; in 1943, 1,569, 98 more than in 1942. 


Religious Instruction 
Meetings with Junior Confirmands in 1942, 9,105; in 1943, 9,266, gain 161. Meet- 
ings with Adult Confirmands in 1942, 1,060; in 1943, 924, loss 136. 
Number Junior Catechumens in 1943, 2,903, or 135 less than the previous year. 


Sunday School Instruction 

Teachers Meetings in ”43, 676, or 152 less than in "42. 

Teachers Institutes in 743, 90; 48 less than in 42. 

Sunday School Sessions 8,195; 423 less than previous year. 

No. teachers and officers: 2,676; 333 less than previous year. 

Enrollment: 17,755; 1,873 less than in previous year. 

N.B. Of this enrolment 346 were in the Non-English dept. in 1942 and only 18 
in "43. So Non-Eng. in our Sunday School is now definitely going out. Other 
districts show about thé same ratio of decrease. 


Summer Vacation Schools 
No. days in "43—2654; 389 less than in 1942. 
Teachers—319; 15 more than in 42. 
Pupils—5,339; 701 less than in 1942. 


N.B. Why such a drop in number of days and pupils? Was it because of lack 
of gas and tires? 


The fact that no instruction was given in Norse during 1943 would indicate that 
now the old "Norwegian School” is dead. 


Week-Day School 
No. sessions in ”43—5,044; 826 more than in *42. 
_ N.B. Here is one of our few gains in Religious Instruction, and it is encourag- 
ing that more are making use of this American privilege. But let us note also that 
the gain was in attendance and not in the number of sessions reported. 


Saturday School 


This old institution has now dwindled to 35 sessions, 23 teachers and 221 pupils 
and can hardly any more be reckoned as a future factor in our district's religious 
instruction system. Pastors who still continue this instruction should be com- 
mended for their zeal. 


The number of Lutheran Students in Lutheran and secular higher schools fell 
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in 1943, due undoubtedly largely to the demands of war, but the influx to our 
Lutheran colleges the past school year is certainly an indication of the new swing 
to our Christian Colleges and will increase as war conditions permit. Indications 
are that there will be a large movement of servicees to our colleges just as soon 
as they can make use of the liberal educational opportunities offered by our 
government. For these opportunities our Church must be ready, or forever be 
discredited in the eyes of our young people who offered their all for us. 


Men’s Societies 


in our district are slowly increasing for which we are thankful. Other societies 
have bravely continued under the trying conditions of recent years. Perhaps the 
hardest hit are the Luther Leagues and church choirs. Junior Luther Leagues 
and Junior Church Choirs have stepped nobly into the breach and will no doubt 
be the nuclei of these senior organizations in the year to come. 


Conclusion 


We are thankful to God for every sign of gain in the household of God, but 
we should be deeply concerned about the many losses herein reported whether 
they are excusable or not. Are we relaxing in our ardor after the special efforts 
of the Centennial windup? Can we blame it to the present dislocation of families 
in war work? Or can we console ourselves that our parochial reports for 1943 
were possibly too full of hurried snap estimates which we now hope were under- 
estimates? We cannot blame it to lack of reports, because remember, only two 
of those reports failed to come in for that year. 

I earnestly and solemnly urge that we now and here dedicate ourselves to 
very careful and conscientious keeping of all our ministerial records, so that 
henceforth our parochial reports shall be a true and accurate criterion and 
gauge of our district activities. 

As I am asking the district kindly not to consider my name for renomination, 
this will be my last statistical report to you. It is my hope and prayer that in 
these 22 years I may possibly have been of some little service to the district 
and the Kingdom. Thank you for your patience and longsuffering.

C. COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Report of the Committee on President's Report. 


This committee'begs to submit the following report to the Convention: 

1. The Iowa District recommends strongly that both pastors and delegates take 

time to study meditatively the biennial report of our district president, that you 
do not only take it home with you, but take time to browse thru it from time 
to time and have it read either at meetings of men’s club or Brotherhood or at 
the regular congregational meetings. * 

2. It is urged by the Iowa District that special attention be given to the para- 
graph containing two definite recommendations touching Home Mission ac- 
tivities in the Iowa District. These recommendations should be adopted at this 
Convention and, in addition, plans should be made for a general survey of Home 
Mission fields in the Iowa District. 

3. The Iowa District also urges that the paragraph dealing with the subject 
of Church Extension be studied carefully both by the pastors and the laymen, 
and suggests that this matter be taken up for discussion at the various circuit 
meetings throughout the District. We urge that special emphasis be laid upon 
the suggestion in the President’s report that a fund for outright gifts to prom- 
ising Home Mission congregations be established. 

4. The Iowa District also desires to direct attention to the paragraph dealing 
with parish education, noting particularly the recommendation that adequate 
facilities be provided in each parish and that competent counsel be sought in 
providing modern and necessary equipment. The Iowa District also urges that 
attention be focused on the possibilities for providing religious instruction on 
released time from the public schools. 

5. The Iowa District also desires to direct attention to the paragraph dealing 
with Christian higher education as applied to the institutions within the bound- 
aries of the Iowa District and we plead that serious consideration be given to 
the statements in the report relating to the present status and future needs of 
Clifton College at Clifton, Texas. This is especially urged in the light of the 
recommendation that more Home Mission centers ought to be established in 
Texas 

6. The Iowa District recommends also that attention be focused upon the op- 
portunities of the rural church and especially on the matter of selecting candi- 
dates for pastorates in rural communities. 

7. Finally, the Iowa District desires to call attention to the recommendations 
relative to the status of older pastors and of returning chaplains, that every care 
be taken that wise and careful judgment be exercised in the calling of pastors so 
that no injustice be done either to older pastors or to returning chaplains.

Report of the Committee on Miscellaneous Matters 


The District takes cognizance of the General Secretary's Appeal on page 12 
of the Annual Report, for careful preparation of parish records, and calls par- 
ticular attention to one påragraph in his report at follows: "An accurate parish 
report is of tremendous importance to every church member, to every local con- 
gregation, to every Church body, to the National Lutheran Council, and to the 
United States Government.” | å 

It is humiliating to us as a church body when the United States Government 
goes to all the work of making out a religious census to find that we as a 
growing church, cannot report our membership correctly because some pastors 
failed to send in parish reports. Attention is called to the Membership Transfer 
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and Contact Department referred to by our general secretary’s report. Pastors 
and congregations are earnestly requested by Dr. Bergsaker to ‘report the 
names and new addresses to the Membership Transfer and Contact Department, 
408 Fifth Avenue South, Minneapolis 15, Minnesota.” If this department is to 
function and carry out the important work which has been assigned to it, it is 
absolutely necessary that reports such as requested, be made. And the District 
joins Dr. Bergsaker in expressing the hope “that every pastor and every congre- 
gation will comply with this request.” In connection with this the Convention 
calls attention to the Colonization Bureau and Clearing House which has been 
set up by the Brotherhood of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and | 
the importance of placing Lutheran people in communities served by our Church 
instead of in areas where there is no Lutheran church. And efforts should also be 
made in cases where Lutheran families wish to dispose of their farms and move 
away, that the farms be sold to Lutherans who may take their place in the lo- 
cal congregation. : 


Clergy Roster 


Many changes take place in the course of a year in the addresses of our pas- 
tors. The Convention urges upon all pastors who move to a new field or to new 
pastors in the same field to notify the general secretary immediately of ‘the 
change in order that the Clergy Roster may be complete and up to date at all 
times. This is of importance not only to the Church, but also to the individual 
pastors. 

The convention recognizes the great need of carrying on a more aggressive 
Home Mission program, and of backing it up with a much larger Church Exten- 
sion fund. It therefore welcomes the opportunity of having a part in a church 
wide effort to raise a million dollars or more for foreign missions and home mis- 
sions including Church Extension, in the Lenten season of 1946, or at such time 
as the Board of Trustees may designate. 

Since St. Olaf College has been given the privilege of raising a fund for the 
erection of a L. W. Boe Memorial Chapel in the fall of 1945, the convention 
recommends to all pastors and congregations to support this appeal with gen- 
erous contributions. 

The convention also reminds pastors and congregations of our privilege and 
obligation to raise the full amount of our regular budget before the end of 1945 
in order that_the work which God has given our Church to do may go for- 
ward to His Glory.

Rev. P. M. Fjaere brought in a resolution by the convention committee to be 
read at this time. "We recommend that the convention consider the proposed 
Augustana Academy Building program of raising $100,000.00 in 1946. 

Rev. Abrahamson of Canton reported on the work of the Augustana Academy. 
150 students from 11 states attended the Academy last year. Two things had es- 
pecially helped to build up the school, the Christian emphasis and the low cost 
of operation. Forty graduates this year, all forty confessing Christians. The in- 
stitution needs more room, especially a music building and dormitory. 

A motion was made and seconded that the Augustana Academy be granted 
the privilege to solicit $100,000.00 in 1946. Motion carried. ; 

Report on the Beresford Homes by Mr. J. O. Johnson. During the year 49 
old people had been cared for. At the Children’s home there are at present 29. 

Rev. H. A. Larsen, returned missionary from the Philippines, was asked 
to bring a greeting to the convention. As the time was up he closed the session 
with prayer. 

Friday Afternoon—2:00 P. M. 

The devotional was led by Rev. Sterling Simonson, DeSmet. 

A motion was made and seconded that the Executive Board approve the Sec- 
retary’s minutes. Carried. 

Rev. Brodland spoke of the work he is doing at the Beresford Homes. Many 
applicants to the Homes must be turned away for lack of room and means to 
take care of them. There is room for only 50 people in the Old People’s Home. 

Miss Bragstad spoke for the House of Mercy. The Welfare Society will in 
October celebate its 25th anniversary. During these years 905 unmarried mothers 
have been taken care of and 1365 children. 511 children have been adopted into 
good homes. Oct. 7 is set aside as charity Sunday and the work of charity should 
be stressed on that Sunday. 

Attorney James Berdahl also spoke on behalf of the Welfare Society. Today, 
he said, the first building is paid for up to date. He wanted to pay special 
tribute to the personnel of the House of Mercy and especially to Miss Bragstad 
- for her fine work as head of the institution. 

Evangelist Rev. A. M. Mannes was introduced by the President and spoke 
briefly to the convention. Rev. Herman Larsen was asked to tell of his experi- 
ences in the Philippines, which he in part did.

Report of the Committee on Social, Moral, and Spiritual Trends to the Con- 
vention of the North Dakota District, June 14, 1945. 

At its meeting May 25, 1945, the Committee on Social, Moral, and Spiritual 
Trends decided to make the following recommendations to the forthcoming con- 
vention of the North Dakota District: 

1. In view of the increased tempo of Roman Catholic propaganda in regard 
to marriage with non-Catholics, we urge our pastors to stress to their congre- 
gations what marriage with Catholics in a Catholic Church by a Catholic priest 
involves, namely that the Catholic Church demands: 

a. that the Catholic and non-Catholic parties “severally and mutually promise, 
without any reservation, tacit or expressed, that all children of either sex, born 
of their marriage, shall be baptized in the Roman Catholic Church only, and shall 
be educated in the teachings of the Roman Catholic Faith only, and according 
to the teachings of the Roman Catholic Church, in a Catholic School wherever 
possible;” 

b. that the non-Catholic party shall promise and agree that he or she “shall 
in no way interfere with the Catholic party in the free exercise of his or her re- 
ligion;” 

c. that the Catholic party shall promise to “do all in his or her power, especially 
by example, prayer, and the frequentation of the Sacraments, to bring about the 
conversion of his or her consort in marriage;” 

d. that the Catholic party shall promise “that no other marriage ceremony ex- 
cept that by a Catholic Priest shall take place before or after this ceremony by 
the Catholic Priest.” 
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2. We are deeply concerned that the public schools of the State of North Da- 
kota should not lend themselves to the teaching of religion. We who adhere to 
the American principle of the separation of Church and State view with alarm 
the fact that there are public schools in our state that employ as teachers mem- 
bers of religious orders who wear distinctive garbs which are insignias of a par- 
ticular church, and thus indirectly show favoritism to that church over against 
all the others. 

3. We call the attention of our pastors and congregations to the serious dan- 
ger to our church in the fact that many of our people are selling their farms and 
business enterprises to non-Lutherans, which has in many instances resulted in 
a decided weakening of our congregations. We urge the Lutheran people of 
North Dakota who wish to sell their farms or business enterprises to sell them 
to Lutherans and thus help to maintain our Lutheran communities. Anyone de- 
siring to buy or sell is advised to contact the Colonization Bureau, 425 South 4th 
Street, Minneapolis, Minnesota, whose director is the Rev. A. E. Iverson. We 
further urge that our people in each congregation be educated to keep their Lu- 
theran communities intact, lest our congregations be crippled, or even destroyed, 
through the removal of their members. We also deem it advisable that each par- 
ish have a. Colonization Committee whose duty it shall be to seek to preserve 
the Lutheran community. i 

4. We commend the work of the United Temperance Movement of North Da- 
kota and urge our pastors and people to encourage and support the work done 
by this organization. 

5. We pledge our moral support to the members of the State Legislature and 
to public officials who are championing the cause of sobriety. 

6. Since the friends of intoxicating liquors advertise their wares by means of 
the bottle, we urge that our pastors and church people counteract and overcome 
their propaganda through sobriety in living and through untiring work for tem- 
perance, based on the teachings of the Word of God.

A. CANDIDATES' VITAE 


Arthur Othello Aadland was born March 
30, 1918, in Minneapolis, Minnesota, of 
Norwegian parents—Dagny Rettedal Aad- 
land of Stavanger and Anders Aadland of 
Aalesund. Before he reached the age of 
one year, the family went to Norway for 
a three year stay. When the opportunity 
arose they returned to the United States 
where they took up residence in Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, and became naturalized 
‘American citizens. In Minneapolis Mr. Aad- 
land continued the painter and decorator 
trade which he had learned in Norway. 

Arthur attended Pierce and Pillsbury 
grade schools and Edison High in Min- 
neapolis. He graduated from the latter in 
January 1937. In the fall of the same year 
he enrolled at Augsburg College where he 
received his Bachelor of Arts degree in 
June 1941. 

During bis high school years he was 
undecided as to what course of study he 
should pursue. Music, science, and art had 
an equal appeal for him, and his high 
school subjects were chosen accordingly.

However, at the beginning of his senior 
year, he heard a sermon in college chapel 
in which the urgency of Christ’s command 
was depicted in an overpowering way. He 
could resist no longer and went imme- 
diately to Dr. Christensen for permission 
to change his course of study. He entered 
the Greek class a month late. He graduated 
from college with a major in history and 
minor in music. His music training was 
received in part at the University of Min- 
nesota. 

On August 16, 1941, he was united in 
marriage with Miss Inga Schroder. Sep- 
tember, 1941, he enrolled at Luther Semi- 
nary. After two years at the seminary he 
was sent on a year of interneship to the 
Lanesboro-Preston parish, where he re- 
ceived much preaching experience under 
the supervision of Rev. P. J. Nestande. In 
the first part of June, 1944, he, and the 
rest of his class, were called back to the 
seminary for the accelerated war-time pro- 
gram.

Mathias Reinhart Andreassen Aalen was 
born in Førde parish in the Province of 
Nordre Bergenhus July 4, 1897. 

On leaving intermediate school at the 
age of sixteen I entered an apprenticeship 
as a sheet metal worker, for three years, 
and immediately after I attended technical 
school for two years. 

At the age of nineteen I had a spiritual 
“experience.” After several weeks in deep 
contrition I had an experience that was 
so distinctive and real that I can still 
point to the very minute when it happened.
